Boston, Mass., June 17.—The cor­ 
nerstone of Reconstruction Base Hos­ 
pital No. I, the first of its kind in 
the United States and the gift to 
the government by the Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks, was 
laid toda yin the presenct of a dis- 
tinguishd assmbly of citizens. Rep­ 
resentatives of the nation, state and j 
city, with eminent men of the medi- j 
cal profession and thousands of Elks j 
and prominent citizens from all parts j 
of the east, participated in the c e re .; 
mony on Parker Hill and signalized 
by their presence aud words the no­ 
table importance of the event. • 
This first reconstruction hospital,, 
which will serve as a 
model, 
the 
standard-maker for similar ones to 
be established througnout the Unit­ 
ed States, will give the maimed and 
disabled American soldiers abd sail­ 
ors the best of expert attention and 
occupational instruction. 
It will re­ 
build human wreckage into able-bod­ 
ied men and will educate them in 
occupations which will best qualify 
them not to become a burden to so­ 
ciety. The aim of the hospital in 
brief may be said to be to minimize 
the sufferings and disabilities caus­ 
ed by the war and to protect the com­ 
munity from an undue number of 
crippled citizens. 
The government through the sur- 
geon-general’s department 
in 
No­ 
vember last accepted the reconstruc­ 
tion hospital plans as a gift from the 
Elks. The Elks War Relief Commis, 
sion is building the reconstruction 
hospital at a cost of $250,000, the 
money being taken from the Elks $1- 
000,000 relief fund, voted 
by 
the 
Elks’ 1917 convention. The hospital 
will be ready to receive the wounded 
American soldiers ana sailors in the 
early September. 
The laying of the cornerstone was 
under the direction of Grand Lodge 
officers of the Elks. The departments 
of the secretary of war and the sur­ 
geon-general were 
formally 
repre­ 
sented. His Excellency, Samual W. 
McCall, Governor of Massachusetts, 
extended the greetings of the com­ 
monwealth, and the Hon. Andrew J.

ed as declaring the socialists must 
stand more firmly than ever for their 
principles. 
Debs after paying tribute to the 
socialists who have gone to jail for 
the sake of their principles, praised 
I. W. W. members, referred to the 
bolshevik! as comrades and is said 
to have charged that the purposes 
I of the allies in the war are the same 


j as those of the 
central 
powers— 
I plunder. 
A crisis in America similar to that 
I which placed the bolshevik! in pow- 
1 er was predicted by Debs. 
During Debs’ address federal op­ 
eratives took charge of and held for 
investigation fifty-five young social­ 
ists who could not show draft classi­ 
fication cards. 
In his public speech Debs declar­ 
ed himself to be as guilty as Mrs. 
Rose Pastor Stokes, who was recent­ 
ly convicted of violating the espion­ 
age act. He promised that he would 
not try to establish his innocence if 
arrested on a similar 
charge, 
and 
added: 
“The United States under the rule 
of autocracy is the only country in 
the world that would send a woman 
to jail for ten years for exercising 
the right of free speech. 
“Don’t imagine for a moment,’’ he 
declared, “ that all the junkers are 
confined in Germany. They want our 
eyes focused on the junkers of Ber­ 
lin so we'll not see those in our own 
country. 
'.You are in a 
crucible 
today,’* 
Debs continued. “If you permit your­ 
self to be driven out of the party 
you are not of the stuff of which rev­ 
olutionists are made. 
“In a country fighting to make the 
world safe for democracy,” he said. 
“It is dangerous to express an hon­ 
est opinion. I must be careful of what 
I say.” 
Case for Grand Jury.

SCOUTS HUNT BLACK WALNUT 
Published Dully Except Sunday 


In making a census of black walnut 
trees the Boy Scouts of America have 
a new task set by the president. 
‘This work will appeal especially lo 
scouts, not only as an Importnn 
ad 
patriotic activity, but also as a live. 
Interesting, outdoor Job, which links 
Itself wttibTmsny phases of scouting.. 
The government needs black walnut. 
In fact, black walnut wood is a prime 
necessity fur rile prosecution of our 
war program at guns and aircraft 
At this moment the entire Mack wal­ 
nut growth of our forests is subject to 
census classification for war purposes. 
In behalf of the war department, boy 
scouts are asked to undertake this 
black walnut census. 
It Is desired to locate immediately 
all available standing black walnut 
timber wherever It occurs, isolated or 
In small groups as well as in larger 
lots. 
*It is Important that every tree of 
this species be located and placed on 
record with details as to Its aile and 
availability, together with the owner's 
name and address, and such other data 
as is essential in providing the infor­ 
mation required by the government. 
This information data, as collected 
by scouts, win be tabulated by the for* 
est service of the department of agri­ 
culture and placed at the disposal of 
the government. The government does 
not ask for old black walnut furniture, 
but only the timber.

A letter to Chief Scout Executive 
James E. West from Corporal W. F.

“Some time I hope td take up the 
work again, with my boys in God's 
country. Until then it is good to re­ 
member the happy days I have had 
bade home In camp and on the hike.** 


WHAT THE SCOUT PLAN IS. 


As a scout the boy willingly adopts 
as real and vital the universally ac­ 
cepted principles of life as set forth 
In the scout oath aim law. This effec­ 
tively influences the boy's nature and 
character so as better to prepare him 
for that work which the church can 
best do. 
A scout promises that upon his 
honor he will do his duty to God and 
country and obey the scout law; that 
he will help other people at all times 
and that he will keep himself physical­ 
ly strong, mentally awake, and morally 
straight 
The scout law, covering the twelve 
fundamental principles, requires a 
scout first of al! to be trustworthy. 
That means that he must not tell a lie, 
cheat or deceive, but keep every trust 
sacred. A stout is loyal to all to whom 
loyalty Is due, Including his scout lead­ 
er, his borne, his parents and his coun­ 
try.

m IS PROPOSED 


With the Americhfi Armies 
in 
France, July 17.— (Correspondence 
of The 
Associated 
Press)—Every 
American soldier in France will re­ 
ceive a “bank book" enabling him 
to draw $7.50 a month from any dis­ 
bursing officer, if the change in pay 
methods of the American Expedition­ 
ary Force now under consideration 
is pat into effect. The purpose is to 
enable every soldier to obtain prompt 


ly at least a part of his monthly pay 
regardless of where 
he 
may 
be, 
whether in a hospital or with some 
organization other than his own. 
. The “pay book” system it In use 
in the British army. The sum of 
$7.50 a month has been fixed as the 
minimum which a 
soldier should 
have for his personal wants every 
month and it woald be given tq him 
on his demand. 
Each three or four months there 
would be a general accounting, at 
which his total pay, his insurance 
and other allotments, his liberty loan 
subscriptions and other items would 
be cast up, together with his month­ 
ly drafts. 
The balance then 
due 
him would be put at his disposal. 
The soldier would have the ad­ 
vantage of being able at nil times 
and under all circumstances to draw 
8bmething from any Quartermaster in 
whose district he might find himself. 
The proposed system would elimi­ 
nate the present necessity of having 
on hand each soldier* service record 
whenever he draws any money. The 
service record system, designed for 
times of peace, does not take into 
account the frequent shifts which all 
military men must be prepared for. 
In man ^Instances nowadays it works 
hardships on individual men who are 
transferred faster than their service 
records can follow them and who 
consequently cannot draw their mon­ 
ey when it is due, merely because the 
formalities cannot be complied with. 
The proposed new system appeals 
as specially advantageous for camps 
where there are 
constantly 
large 
numbers of “casuals”—-4$rays be­ 
longing to dozens and scores of orga­ 
nizations waiting to join their outfits 
yet unable to draw what money is 
due them until the service records 
have caught up to them.

Britain's Pension BUI. 


(By the Associated Press! 
London, July 17.—Great Britain 
will have to pay $250,000,000 a year 
in pensions if the war ends by next 
March, according to an estimate 
made by A. Boner Law, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. Sir Alfred W. Wat­ 
son, a government actuary estimates 
that ,by 1930, the annual pension 
charges will have fallen to $200,000,- 
000 and that each succeeding decade 
will show a reduction of $50,0J)0,- 
000 but that these pensions will not 
have entirely disappeared by 1970. 
15,000 cases of war disabled sol­ 
diers are reported each' week to the 
Minister of Pensions. The total num­ 
ber of disabled British men on the 
list is now placed at, 341,025 of 
which 28 per cent were cases of in­ 
jury to the eyes or loss of sight re­ 
sulting from wounds. 
Small industrial and memorial vil­ 
lages for disabled soldiers and sail­ 
ors are bring established in differ­ 
ent parts of Great Britain. At one of 
these near Moreton, Dorset, ten acres 
have been laid oat as a market gard­ 
en and houses are to be erected for 
the wounded men.
